Leland Harris Killed in 

Motorcycle Accident 

Mystery surrounds the death on 
Monday evening of Lulpnd Harris, 
nged 2G, well known Kenoshan. who 
was killed while riding a motorcycle 
on the Milwaukee road near the In- 
tersection of the Geneva road short- 
ly after eight o'clock. The body of 
the man was picked up by Ofllcer 
BoBteiter, of the motorcycle squad, 
and Stanley Rauen, who wore near 
the scene of the accident at the time 
and rnshed to the Kenosha hospital 
where he died without regaining con- 
sciousness at 1:25 o'clock Tuesday 
morning. 

Harris celebrated his 26th birthday 
last Thursday. Ho was formerly 
with the 32nd division as a despatch 
rider, serving his full term overseas. 
After the war ho enlisted with the 
Troop E, lOGth cavalry, where he ad- 
vanced from private to staff ser- 
geant. 

The deceased Is survived by n wid- 
ow, Mrs. Edith Rhode Harris, his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Frank Glrnrd with 
whom they lived at 45S Charles st.. 
three brothers. Edward and Vernon 
Harris and Kenneth Glrard all of Ke- 
nosha.

Max Heidenreich, Antioch farmer, 
was found hanging Thursday evening 
by his wife In the burn in the rear of 
his home, where he had evidently 
planned and carried out plana for his 
suicide. 

The Inquest, held by Deputy Coron- 
ed Edward Conrad of Waukegan. on 
Friday morning, brought a verdict of 
suicide. 

wife about 8 o'clock In the evening. 

The body was discovered by the 
The couple had enten their evening 
meal and Heidenreich seemed in a 
fairly favorable state of mind. 

He left the table for his evening 
walk and his wife believed he had 
gone to the woods, where ho wan- 
dered occasionally. Later she left 
the house and walked about the 
yard, through the woods and back to- 
wards the homo. Through accident 
she happened Into the barn where 
she discovered the form of her hus- 
band hanging from the rafters. 

It was her first belief that he was 
not dead and she ran to the kitchen 
and procured a knife and cut the 
body down. It was cold and rigid. 
Dr. Beebe was called and he pro- 
nounced the man dead, believing that 
he had taken his life about an hour 
earlier. 

The coroner's Jury, of which George 
Strang was foreman, delivered a ver- 
dict declaring he bad taken his life 
by hanging while temporarily Insane. 

The wife, who testllled before the 
Jury, was on the verge of a collapse. 
To her knowledge there had never 
been a time when Heidenreich intim- 
ated he might take his life. He had 
often talked, she stated, of renting 
out a part of the farm on shares. 
This plan had never materialized. 

The couple had made their home 
about two miles south of Antioch for 
many years. They bad lived In that 
neighborhood for the past 22 yeara. 

Heidenreich, a man of D5 years of 
age, had been melancholy and de- 
spondent for the past few months. 

The heavy rains had ruined the 
crops on the farm this year.

LOSES GAME TO BURLINGTON 
Antioch was defeated nt Burlington 
on Sunday by a 2 to score in one of 
the best games ever staged at the 
Burlington park. Thompson, who 
pitched for Antioch and Man for Bur- 
lington allowed but two safe hits, and 
for but two errors by Antioch In- 
fleldors, there would be no runs scor- 
ed In the nlno Innings. Tho game 
was largely attended, many from An- 
tioch being among the spectators. 



Work was started this week on the 
new Commercial Golf course to be 
erected on the old Sibley and Haw- 
kins farm on the Fox Lake road at 
the Junction of the Grass Lake road. 
The club will be known as the Chain 
O' Lakes Country Club. 

The promoters expect to complete 
a nine-hole course for play for next 
summer and will also attempt to ex- 
tend this to an 18-hoIe course If 
weather conditions are favorable. 

This project will be one of the best 
recent acquisitions for the promotion 
of Antioch as a summer resort sec- 
tion and will no doubt be a big at- 
traction. 

The present plans call for the In- 
stallation of the nine holes on the 
120 acres on the south side of Grass 
Lake road, with the main entrance to 
the course on the Fox Lake road at 
the point where the old Soulo farm 
house now stands, and the erection 
of a modern club house on the knoll, 
about 150 yards back 'from this point. 

No. 1 tee la planned opposite the 
club house, with the fairway toward 
the west and then tho course will 
take an east and west direction with 
the ninth hole back near the club 
house. 

The plans for the club house call 
for an up-to-date building with spaci- 
ous veranda, sleeping quarters for 
guests, dining room, lounge room and 
lockers and showers. 

The work of laying out the course 
Is under the direction of James 
Foulis, Jr., and be is being assisted 
by Fred Hawkins of Antioch, who 
has charge' of the field work. Mr. 
Hawkins already has ten' men at 
work on the course and expects to In- 
crease this number. Mr. Foulis is 
manager of the Edgewater Beach 
course and recently laid out the new 
golf course at Waukegan. The club 
will spare no expense to make this 
course one of the best. 

It Is pointed out that due to the na- 
tural golf topography of this land 
that there will not be such a large 
amount of construction work as re- 
quired on most golf courses, and for 
that reason It Is expected that the 
course can be got Into shape for play 
early next summer. 

The company behind this commer- 
clal course consist mainly of local 
men. The officers recently elected 
being Eugene Runyard, president; 
Ray Pregeuzer, vice-president; Her- 
man Meinermnn, 2ud vice-president; 
Herbert Vos, secretary; J. e! Brook, 
treasurer. The hoard of directors 
are: Eugene Runyard, chairman; 
Nason Sibley, secretary; Ray Pregen- 
zer, Butch Rothers, Fred Hawkins, 
Herbert Vos. J. E. Brook, Herman 
Melnersman, and Joe Hladovlc of Fox 
Lake. 

The company plan a complete re- 
creation center nt this point. With 
the completion of the course recrea- 
tion for members of the golfers fam- 
ily is planned on a -lOO-foot stretch of 
lake frontage on Bluff Lake, a part 
of this entire project. The frontage 
■will bo put in shape for bathing and 
boating, and with the little stretch of 
woods at this point, an Ideal outing 
spot will add to the project Tennis 
and croquet courts will also be In- 
stalled. 

Parking space for 200 cars will be 
provided near tlie club house, beside 
the parking space that will be pro- 
vided at the lake frontage.

One of tbe lending problcnu that 
Is confronting many of our etatee I9 
that of dlversiOed farming, BayB D. H. 
Otis, Aerlcultural Director of the 
American Bankers' Association. 

•'During the -past year the Agricul- 
tural Commission of the association 
has arranged for conferences In eight 
of the twelve Federal Reserve dls- 
trlcta," he says, "At these confer- 
onces WG have tried to get la touch 
with the agricultural needs of the ro- 
RpectWe regions and advise with the 
bankers and others Interested as to 
what tlie banks might do to help In 
their solution. A resolution adopted 
In the Fifth District scrres aa an ex- 
ample of what la needed la many 
sections: 

" 'Encouragement of a proper system 
of diversified farming In which farm- 
ers will grow as far as practical all 
the food and feed crops necessary tor 
feeding the family and livestock of 
the farm, and to keep on the farms 
the requisite klads and amounts of 
livestock best to meet the economic 
needs of farming In this district.' 

"The conference In the Ninth Dis- 
trict omphaBlzed strongly the need of 
greater diversification. The farmer 
who raises nothing but wheat Is un- 
wise, even foolish. He Is one of the 
worst kinds of gamblers, one who 
gambles on the weather, on Insects, on 
drought, and various other things that 
affect the quality of the product. The 
farmer who raises wheat and along 
with It the other crops and keeps a 
reasonable amount of livestock has 
something to fall brick on when wheat 
is plentiful and cheap. He Is not 
putting all of his eggs In one basket. 
Diversification for Contentment 
"In many of the states the first 
step In diversified farming Is to get 
the farmer to raise sufllclent live- 
stock to feed his own family. He 
needs to get a cow, sow and a couple 
of dozen chlckcnB so that his own 
needs can he supplied without going 
Into debt at the store. Llventock used 
to furnish food for the family will 
frequently consume large amounts of 
feed that would otherwise go to waste. 
Livestock enables the family to set a 
better table and live uoder ' more 
healthful conditions. More work Is 
famished to the family, making pos- 
sible larger family Income. If the 
farm family Is producing enough to 
feed iL^elf, there will be much more 
contentment and much less idle time 
in which to crltlclie the government. 
"The Agricultural Commission Is do- 
ing all In Its power to encourage a 
sane system of diversified farming. 
The BQbJect Is being discussed at vori- 
ouB conferences, articles and edito- 
rials are being published for the pur- 
pose of acquainting bankers with the 
Importance of this work. 

Bankers Are Aulstlng 
"It Is encouraging at these confer* 
encea to find that the hankers are 
Incorporating the subject of diversi- 
fied farming In their program and 
laying plans In every way possible to 
carry it out To this end we have 
records of a number of banks who are 
putting up money to their farmers to 
purchase livestock. They are en- 
couraging bo7B and girls to go Into 
club work. 

"For the coming year we hope to 
carry on this work In greater detail 
and as far as possibla hold conferences 
with the officers and mombcra of the 
»Hi agricultural committee In each of the 
;!| respective states at the Agricultural 
Collogo. We believe that in co-or- 
dinating this work with the college, 
wo will reap the benefit of team effort 
We are pleased with the hearty re- 
sponse we are receiving from the vari- 
ous colleges of agriculture and we be- 
lieve that the opportunity Is great for 
Influencing various communities In 
better types of farming and In Im- 
proved, methods of busInesQ manage- 
ment" 



Banker-Farmer Notes 

Chambersburg, Pennsylvania, banks 
* and Chamber of Commerce at the be- 
% \ ginning of 1923 mapped out a vigor- 
ous program for the promotion of 
agriculture In the county. Through- 
out the year they assisted In keeping 
tho farm organizations functioning 
and distributed to them agricultural 
bullotlnB and Information of interest 
They held rural community meetings 
and entertainments, e:chlblts of farm 
and home products, and advertised 
home products. One specific result 
was to Induce a milk receiving station 
to locate In the vicinity, and during 
Lho first month 520.OO0 was paid tlie 
farmers for their milk. This marked 
the turning point In the farmer's 
buslncsfl. 



California bankers created an emer- 
gency fund of $1,000,000 at a meeting 
recently In San Francisco to combat 
the foot-and-mouth disease which has 
broken out In that State. Tho Federal 
and State governments each pay one- 
half of the appraised value of tho anl- 
mals slaughtered, and the State gov- 
ernment was not prepared to moot 
this unexpected expense. The bank- 
era agreed to supply tho funds needed 
as a loon to tho State government

In the matter of the InqulBltlon on 
the body of Mnx Schoenfeld, dcccns- 
ccBBcd, held at Antioch, Lake County, 
Illinois, on the 16th, 17th and 24 days 
of July nnd on tho 12th day of Au- 
gust. A. D. 1924. 

We, tho undersigned, Jurors, sworn 
to inquire Into the death of Max 
Schoenfeld on oath do And that ho 
came to his death by being struck by 
passenger train Nuniebr 17 of tho 
Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. 
Mnrle Railway Company on July IGth, 
A. D. 1924, at about flcven o'clock P. 
M., at the North crossing near tho 
Village of Lake Villa, Lake County, 
Illinois; further, that said train num- 
ber 17 was running north on the 
main line track of said Minneapolis, 
St. Paul & Sault Ste. Morie Railway 
Company; furlhor, that said train 
was running nt the rate ot lltty miles 
per hour when the deceased was hit; 
further, that the deceased was riding 
northerly in a Ford truck loaded with 
fruits and vegetables; further, that 
the truck was thrown by said train 
ninety feet from the center of the 
railroad track, upon which train nnm- 
her 17 was running, to tho highway 
northerly of said railroad track; 
further, that there were box cars nnd 
gondola cars on the storage track 
Just east of the main line track ob- 
structing the view of those trains 
coming from the south; further, that 
said train was running at a rate of 
speed of forty-live miles per hour as 
it passed the village station and the 
public highway Immediately north 
thereof; further, that the crossing in 
question is notoriously a dangerous 
one as the public highway and the 
railroad tracks at this point, both 
north nnd south thereof, run almost 
parallel; further, that the public high-

Wo recommend that tho Village of

Millions of fish landlocked in iiondH 
and sloughs along Illinois water- 
ways, including Lake county, will he 
r*!HCued In the next few months by 
ftMleral and state game crews, accord- 
ing to William J. Stratton, chief state 
frame warden. 

Approximately 50 men working In 
live man crews will be employed this 
year. Several cre\s's are already at 
work, but* the rainy spring baa delay- 
ed operations. Ponds that are usual- 
ly dry by this time of the year and 
still well filled, and the crews are 
waiting for August to got In Its work. 

The ilsh are taken from the pondH, 
after the water remaining la the 
pond has been drained, and placed In 
larfier bodies of water. Millions of 
fish died annually in landlocked 
ponds, before rcHcue work was taken 
up last year by the state and federal 
[jovernmenta. Many of t!ie fish 
(-■jiUKht In such ponds were used com- 
mercially. This was contrary to 
slate law..

In Lake county was made by Judge 
Earl Reynolds of the Winnebago 
county Circuit court at Rockford to- 
day when he ruled In favor of Rose 
Gerbracht of Spring Grove, who has 
carried on a legal fight with the coun- 
ty for over ten. years for possession of 
about 120 acres In the neighborhood 
of and including Blarney Island. 

Attorney E. V. Orvls of Waukegan, 
who la representing the woman, re- 
ceived a special wire from Judge Rcy- 
nolda today stating that the latter had 
decided that the land in question he- 
longed to the plaintiff. Rose Ger- 
bracht, in her suit to clear title to the 
land, stated that she had paid taxes 
on it ever since she had settled there. 

The Rose Gerbracht case was a test 
case to determine the legality of hold- 
ing the swamp lands even though 
taxes had heen paid on them. Hun- 
dreds of persons in the county had 
followed the caso with Interest, for 
in many Instances the land on which 
they were living was in a similar con- 
dition. The people had settled on the 
land when It consisted of swamps and 



Ijy Judge Reynolds, tho property 
rightfully belongs to the settlers after 
they have paid taxes on it for yeara. 

Following Judge Reynolds' ruling * 
the county has the right of appeal 
and were allowed 90 daya in which 
to file a certificate of evidence to the 
Supreme court. 

The suit to quit title on the Ger- 
bracht land was started early In 1914 
with Rose and Gertrude Gerbracht as 
complainants. Two years later Rose 
was forced to carry on the fight alone 
as her sister passed away and left 
her share of the property to Rose. 

In 1923, the case was turned over 
to Master in Chancery Okel S. Fuqua, 
who ruled in favor of Rose Ger- 
bracht. In Decemb«*r, 1923, the decree 
was set aside by Judge Claire C. Ed- 
wards of the Circuit court. Attorney 
Orvls then obtained a change of ven- 
ue to the court of Judge Reynolds on 
the grounds that the local court "was 
prejudiced. 

Tb e decision by Judge Reynoh 
therefore, upholds the original ruli 
by Master In Chancery Fuqua.

If 
our people do not know what the 
plans aru, and what they should do 



open diplomacy. 

In so far as there la any foundation 
for the assumption that people aro 
frequently Induced to war-like acts 
without realizing tho consequences of 
those acts, tho "dofenao test" will be 
a precautionary moasuro. Everyone 
will bo made aware of tho aacrlflcea 
which war will require of him. 

The "defense test," on tho other 
hand, will apprize the world ns wordH 
never can of our friendly purposes 
ns a nation. They will see that wo 
have neither a standing army of half 
a million men like some of the great 
nations, nor compulsory military 
training like other great nations.Thoy 
will see a small standing army rein* 
forced only by citizens who havo un- 
dertaken to prepare themselves vol- 
untarily for service to their country 
In tho event of war. As a matter of 
fact, some of those who object to our 
simplo demonstration could weil use 
It as nn object lesson for all notions. 

From a military standpoint tho "de- 
fense tost" will be of practical value. 
It will be educational to both the 
military cBtabllshmont and to our 
citizens. We havo tried to learn from 
' the lessons of tho World War. From 
them we have evolved our present 
plans which apportion our dofonso 
task equally among all communities. 
Their object Is to save millions of dol- 
lars and thousands of lives, and to 
prevent wastage through delay and 
confusion in a defensive war. They 
are defending for success, however, 
on each community understanding Its 
particular responsibilities, and on the 



denial of tho lessons of history. Our 
country has always refrained during 
peace from adequate provcntlon 
against the possibilities of war. 
Nevertheless, wars havo come In 
spite of us. Unprcparednoss has nev- 
er prevented war, and tho only result 
of our peace-time nonchalance has 
been Increased losses and hardships 
to those who rallied to tho defense of 
the nation.

EGGS IN 1923 BETTER THAN 

HERETOFORE, OFFICIALS FIND 

Eggs in the shell showed Improve- 
ment In quality during 1923 ovor pre- 
ceding years, according to a recent 
report of the officials of tho Bureau 
of Chemistry who have been watch- 
ing Interstate traffic In eggs. This 
Improvement, tho officials bollcvo, 
may bo attributed chiefly to the 
growing practice of candling eggs be- 
fore shipment. Tho bureau has main- 
tained for a number of years that It 
is practicable to eliminate by cand- 
ling most of the bad or questionalbe 
eggs In a consignment and that any 
material amount of bad eggs In a 
case Is sufficient basis for either pro* 
secutlon or seizure actions under the 
Federal food and drugs act. Many of 
the larger shippers seem to have 
come to a realization that It Is more 
profitable to candle eggs before ship- 
ment than to run the risk of having 
their shipments seized, reconditioned 
or destroyed on account of spoilage 
that might easily have been prevent- 
ed. 

The volume of busIncBS In eggs In 
the United States Is enormous, the 
1923 crop being estlmaled by the De- 
partment of Agriculture as worth 
$002,000,000. In tho 20 Middle 
States, where three-fourths of the 
eggs of the country aro produced, 
0,799 cases containing 30 dozen each 
were seized druing the year, but prac- 
tically all tho shipments were re- 
leased under bond and reconditioned 
under tho supervision of Federal In- 



of 1,183 cases. In previous years car- 
load lots arriving In tho Eastern 
States had boon found, as a rulo, to 
have been candled, and the work In 
this section of tho country was con- 
centrated on shipments from the 
smaller dealers who send their conn* 
try oggs to produce dealers in the 
larger cities. The inspcctional work 
In tho East would Indicate that aug 
ostlons as to properly caring for oggs 
are still necessary and that tho eco* 
nomic advantage to be gained by 
shipping good stock only is not as 
yet realized by the smaller dealers. 

Tho better character of Interstato 
shipments of oggs In tho Westorn 
States in 1923 was partly due, It Is 
believed, to the efforts of the egg 
dealers to improve their output and 
partly to tho favorable weather con- 
ditions prevailing during the senaon 
when spolligo Is most likely t-^ occur, 
Tho activities of State officials In 
enforcing egg candling laws havo 
also been a contributing factor In Im- 
proving tho egg supply of the country, 
Tho candling method of determing 
the quality of eggs is tho b.^st known 
for commercial purposes, and a num- 
ber of tho States are enforcing this 
system of grading In order to lessen 
the Illegal traffic In bad eggs.

Freund again sparred with the law- 
yer in hla effort to get around the 
tiucstlon, but would not adimt that 
he had made such a statemenL 

When asked In what form tho pack- 
ages were which he had been deliver- 
ing, if they wore not been barrels, 
the wltnesa said they used to bo beer 
barrels, but that they were now "bev- 
erage barrels." 

"Did you go to Mike Wortz the 
aame night you heard Blackwell waa 
arrested and give him back $5 and 
take away tho beer you had delivered 
to lilm?" asked Mr. Lumley. 

Freund atated he did go to aeo Mr. 
Wortz, but the 55 was what he had 
borrowed from Wortz. 

"What did you go to Wortz for at 
that hour of the night?" 
"I went to advise him to he cau- 

tiOUB." 

The witness admitted tho sale of 
"bovoragea" at Algonquin, Gary, and 
McHenry. 

Attorney Joslyn'a examination of 
the witneaa started by asking him if 
it were not true that as soon aa he 
beard IJlackwell waa arrested that ho 
Immediately disposed of all the beer 
and had not delivered any In Mc- 
Henry county since. 

"Wby has the aale of beer stopped 
since Blackwell waa arreated?" 

"1 guoBH the cool weather may have 
had something to do with it." 

Oelling alao of McHenry, was call- 
ed to the Htand and hla lack of mem- 
ory was even more noticeable than 
Freund'a. 

In answering many of tho same 
questiona put to his partner entirely 
different replies were made. When- 
ever Oefling got cornered ho always 
resorted to "1 don't know", or "I can't 
remember." Several times Judge 
Shurlleff was compelled to reprimand 
tho witness for his besltallon and 
ovaslvo replies. 

Both the witnesses mentioned they 
knew Blackwell only by the name of 
Smith and that the latter was only a 
mere acquaintance. 

Fred Justen, McHenry, sort drink 
parlor proprietor, was placed on tho 
wltnoss stand at tho beginning of tho 
afternoon session.

Attorney Justen was 
able to get admlaalon from Wort/, to 
the effect that. ho had paid Freund §5. 
after having paid Oening $50 for a 
barrel of beer. Ho 'said he-asked 
Freund what tho §5 waa for and that 
p^ replied, • It -, waS:.'^or- Vprotectioh," 
but when 'Wortz asked Freund who 
tho protection money was to go to. 
tho latter refused to tell. 

Wortz Bald that right aftpr Black 
well'B arrest Freund came to hla 
place and offered to help got the beer 
out of Wortz* place of buslnefls ond 



accouhta over two years. He found 
at the end of the first year that crops 
which he fed to livestock brought 
him more money than when sold out- 
right and that his methods of handl- 
lag hla hoga weto efhclent.
